At Dawson 

Next week the Navy will land at 
Dawson College. The purpose, to 
sign up students to the University 
Naval Training Division, which is 
a branch of the Royal Canadian 
Naval (Reserve). For a week com- 
mencing October -7,- a recruiting 
campaign will be in progress to at- 
test students interested in naval 
commissions, and to give them a 
program to bring them up to the 
standards required. 

Lt-Cmdr. G. H. T. Kimble, Com- 
fandlng Officer of the UNTD Mc- 
Gill, and Professor of Geography, 
has announced that the drive will 
be punctuated by a party at Daw- 
son on the evening of the seventh 
to \%:lcomc the men and to give 
them a fuller idea of the plan. A 
film will be shown and refresh- 
ments (?) will be served. Com- 
mander Little RCN(R). head of 
the UNTD for Canada, and Lt.- 
Cmdr. Ernshaw RCN, Commanding 
Officer of HMCS Donnacona, the 
naval barracks in Montreal, will 
be in attandancc. 

The Navy is mainly interested !n 
men in their freshman year, al- 
though veterans with previous tea 
experience will also bo welcomed 
to the ranks. They will be attested 
as Ordinary Seamen^ unless . there 
Is a more appropriate" branch of 
the service—engineers would sign 
on as Stokers 2nd class. 

Requiring four years to complete, 
the .UNTD program has three 
phases, (a) Instruction during the 
academic year; (b) two weeks an- 
nual training afloat; (c) Voluntary 
services. During the academic year 
student are given sixty hours of in- 
struction and training. For Dawson 
stt^dents, this will be given at Daw 
son College on an evening to be 
selected, and for any from the Mc 
Gill- campus at the naval barracks 
in town. During . the .four year 
period progressive instruction Is to 
be given in seamanship gunnery, 
torpedo, anti-submarine, navigation, 
radar, communications, tactics and 
administration. It will be identical 
for all branches. . 

"Naval' Training" afloat for two 
weeks each year Is required, taken 
from either Halifax or Esquimau 
in the form of training cruises with 
the probable destinations being 
such places as Alaska, Bermuda, 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, Newfound' 
land, and the United' Stated vFoI 
lowing the required perlod'ot li*aln- 
ing the men of the UNTD may vol 
unteer for Voluntary Service which 
would carry them further afield. 
This summer ^university students 
served in. aircraft carriers, cruisers, 
destroyers, frigates and minesweep 
ers. A number made a voyage 
from Halifax through the Panama 
Canal to Vancouver. 

Commissions from the UNTO will 
not be "granted until ' graduation 
but before the end of the second 
acedemic year each man appears 
before a selection board, and if sue 
cessful he becomes nn officer can

Vets Society 
Leader Visits 
Housing Group 

To obtain first hand information 
of the Ottawa Housing controversy, 
in which leader Hanralty was ar 
rested, Len Starkey, President of 
the McGill Student Veterans* Soc 
iety went to Ottawa over the week 
end, and, upon invitation, attended 
an executive meeting of the Vet- 
erans' Housing League, of which 
Hanratty is the President. 

"What struck mc most", Starkey 
told The Dally last night, "was the 
obvious sincerity of the executive 
of the Housing League. Every one 
of the members was genuinely con 
cerned with finding a solution to 
the veterans' housing" problems". 
The meeting was held in the Lans- 
downc Barracks, which had been 
recently acquired by . ihe Housing 
League. 

Hanratty, who Is studying journ 
alism at' Carleton College, first 
started- the Veterans' .Housing 
League through an ad he put in a 
local newspaper, stating that he 
was being threatened with eviction; 
that other veterans in the tame 
position should contact him to for 
mulate some solution. Thirty Otta- 
wa veterans answered the ad, and 
the League was formed. It was only 
iifler .ippcaling to the Federal and 
Municip.il authorities to take over 
empty barracks and other govern 
ment buildings as an emergency 
solution to their problem, that they 
took matters into their own hands 
The Veterans' Housing 'League 
In Ottaw.V', said Starkey, "do not 
regard the taking over of unoccu 
pied barracks as a solution to the 
housing problem facing the Cana- 
dian people. During their inter- 
views with federal government of- 
ficials, they have asked that a long 
range national housing program be 
launched which will provide 80,000 
low-rental subsidized houses this 
year throughout Canada. ' This, I 
believe, should be supported whole- 
heartedly, by all veteran and non- 
veteran organizations".

CHIEF JUSTICE BOND 

Chief Justice'^ William . Langley 
Bond, BA., B.C.L.; K.C, justice Of 
the Superior Court of Motitreali 
was born in. Montreal in 1873, and 
graduated from McGill in Arts in 
1S94 and in Law In IBBT. A m'eraber 
of a well-known^ Montreal law- 
firm, he received 'his King's Coun- 
sellor in ISII, and was appointed 
a Justice to the Superior Court in 
1027, to Ihe ,Court of Appeal ■ in 
1029. - Active outside the .,legal pro- 
fession. 'for many years he was ad- 
jutant of the Prince of Wales Fusi- 
liers and honorary treasurer of the 
Quebec Rifle Association. Chief 
Justice Bond served In World War 
I as a Major of the 245 Battalion, 
Canadian Grenadier Guards, when 
he was awarded ihe V.D. 

A prominent man in the Anglican 
Church, the Chief Justice was lay 
secretary of the Montreal Synod 
1007 and chief advocate of the or- 
ganization. In 1023 he was appoint- 
ed as ' chancellor of the diocese of 
Montreal and is a member of the 
Protestant' committee of the Que- 
bec Council of Education, r 

DR. THOMAS F. COTTON 
Bom in. CowansvllIc, Quebec, in 
1884, Dr. Cotton graduated from the 
Faculty of Medicine, McGill Uni- 
versity In 1S09, and continued his 
studies in London, Paris, Munich 
and Berlin. He is a Fellow of the 
Royal College ^of Physicians, and a 
Major in the Canadian Army Med- 
ical. Corps. 

At present, Dr. Cotton is a rec- 
ognized authority on diseases of 
the heart, holding positions in the 
National Hospital for Diseases of 
the Heart, a consultant to the Min 
ister of Pensions, Civil Service, the 
Edgar Lec Home and the Queen 
Alexandra Military Hospital. In 
addition he is a worker for the 
Medical Research Council, and was 
formerly house physician and sur- 
geon in Montreal General Hospital 
where he was an expert in mIcroS' 
copy and electrocardiography.. 

During the World War, he serv' 
ed In France in the R.A.M.C., and 
was in charge of clinical service at 
the heart hospital . at Hampstead 
and at Colchester. Besides many

New Diamond Mine Find Makes 
Graduate World's Richest Man 



A man who entered McGill in 
1024, with the original Intention of 
studying law, and who changed his 
plans and studied geology, obtain- 
ing his B.A., M.A. and Ph.D., here 
Is today described as one of the. 
richest men in Ihe world. He is 
Dr. John ■ Thorbum. Williamson of 
Lachutc Que., who, it was an- 
nounced, recently discovered a dia- 
mond mine in Tanganyika, South 
Africa. 

After graduating from McGill in 
1033, Dr. Williamson was appointed 
senior geologist of the' Quebec Geo- 
logical Survey, and then left this 
country. in 1034 to stake claims in 
Tanganyika. 

After several years of work In 
the diamond field. Dr. Williamson 
concluded that all diamond yields 
originate from one single pipe, and 
after further research he found the 
Main Pipe of a.new, yield. 

Although 'indfvldual ' diamonds 
reportedly found at the new mine 
were not as large as some of the 
world's most famous gems, several 
newspaper despatches. In the last 
few days (lid, hot' hesitate to call 
Dr. Wiliiamson's find "the richest 



mine in the world." At the same 
time diamond authorities in Lon- 
don pointed out that It was "un- 
likely" that the new mine would 
exceed previously located produc- 
ing centrés. They also pointed out 
that it was generally known that 
the diamonds obtained from the 
new mine were used largely for 
induslriat purposes during the war, 
before the full extent of the new 
strain had been established, and 
that therefore this would indicate 
the lesser value of the gems, com- 
pared to those cut for adornment 
purposes. 

However, .whether the mine will 
yield greater, quantities of the 
precious diamonds or not, it Ls gen 
erally conceded that Dr. William- 
son, who Is expected to return to 
Canada shortly, is today one of the 
richest men in the world.

Drl Williamson's 
find last'siimroer, wheii a letter to 
Dean O'Neill of the Faculty of En 
gincering from Dr. J. Austin Ban 
croft, former head of the depart- 
ment of geology, who Is now also 
In South Arfrlca, told of the new 
diamond bearing region. .

At one ot thcf.most impressive 
opening ceremonies in several years 
Dr. Muriel V. Roscoe, Warden of 
Royal Victoria College, welcomed 
all freshettes on McGill Campus at 
the official opening ot the college 
in the R.V.C. gymnasium' laist Fri- 
day. 

Immediately following the open- 
ing prayer. Dr. Roscoe spoke of the 
present ot McGlU's college for wo- 
men in terms of its past and future.

This year, the total number 
of undergraduate women In arts 
and other faculties totals 1002.

Make the best of 
these years, she concluded. 

After Dr. Roscoe's official wel- 
come, the first open meeting of the 
Women's Union was held, with 
President Hedy Brown in the chair. 
She explained that the Women's 
Union controls all women's activi- 
ties except athletics, and, that 
every .women_ undergraduate auto- 
matically becomes a^member. After 
a brief outline ot the functions of 
the Women's Union, Ann Veriest, 
chairman of the Women's Union 
Social Service Program outlined the 
activities available within the scope 
of this program, which* emphasizes 
community service, and Bobbie 
Fenton, president of: the McGill 
Women Students* Athletic Associa- 
tion reported on women's athletic 
activities.

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Aids for Blind 
Aim of Science 
In Research 



A blind man and a Southern 
drawl or a Yankee twang may ap 
pear to have little In common — 
but a study of, accents is juist one 
of the strange paths of exploration 
that science is following In a long» 
. range effort, to bring new freedom 
to the siRhtless. i 
The main purpofps of the pho- 
Jcct, literally a battle in the dark, 
are to create new sensory devices 
that may enable the Wind to move 
about more freely and to "read" 
any newspaper or book. The men 
doing the research stress the world 
"may" even rhore than conserva- 
tive scientists ordinarily do. The 
.work is still in a highly expert- 
, menial stage and they do not wish 
■jio arouse false hopes, reports The 
I^Associated Press. 

The investigation Is under super- 
vision of the ■ Committee on Sen- 
sory Devices, set up during the 
war by direction of Dr. Vannevar 
Bush, who headed the" Office of 
Scientific Bcsearch and Develop- 
ment.

Campus Religious Groups 
Form Inter Faith Council 



developln;; the acute sense of hear- 
ing that most blind persons have. 
The sightless man's tapping cane, 
for example, Ls not directed so 
much at calling attention to his 
approach as to set up sounds that 
echo from' surrounding objects and 
help him to orient himself. 

Several experimental devices set 
up by electrical or mechanical 
means employ sounds far above 
the range of the human ear. These 
sounds are reflected to a receptor 
that converts them into an audible 
signal that the user hears in a pair 
of headphone:. A. device dcvelop- 
jed by the Signal Corps nmlLs a 
'beam of light that sets up an aud- 
ible note when reflected. Electro- 
magnetic waves of the type used 
in radar travel too rapi;lly for ef- 
ficient detection at short distances. 

The experimenters have found 
that the blind man's sense of touch 
may be used instead of his hear- 
ing. One hand-held device being 
tested gives off vibrations of vari- 
ous intensity of rapidity as the SU' 
perzonle sounds or light wave is 
reflected from a wall, sidewalk or 
chair. 

The research work Is centralized 
by the committee at the Haskins 
Laboratories, a New York enter- 
prise, and the scientists have test- 
ed the various guidance devices 
with a team of n dozen blind men, 
some of them veterans. A sight- 
less man holds the transmitter In 
his hand as he proceeds across a 
room filled with movable obsta- 
cles. 

With some of the '■flashlights" the 
blind have shown an immediate 20 
per cent. Improvement in avoiding 
obstacles, and . the percentage has 
Improved appreciably with several 
weeks of use. 

One problem still to be overcome 
is that of adequately informing the 
blind of a' curb "step down." Other 
tests are looking into whether 
pitch, volume or rapidity of note 
is the best help. • 

Sharing attention equally with 
development of a guidance mecha- 
nism is the effort to develop a ma- 
chine that will emit an Intelligible 
series of sounds when placed be- 
fore a piece of printed material. 
This is where the research of Dr. 
Alvin Liberman of the Haskins 
stotf becomes involved with re- 
gional pronunciations as just one 
part of a baffling investigation 
into the fundamentals of speech. 

The staff wants to know, among 
other things, what arc - the basic 
sounds in speech that enable peo- 
ple to comprehend rapid-fire talk- 
ers and to understand a wide 
range of provincial dialects. If and 
when they can catalogue fully 



The Inter-Faith Council was 
founded^ by the four religious so- 
cieties; on the. campus, Hillel^oun- 
dation, Inter-Varsity Chirisli'an Fel- 
lowship, the Newman Club and the 
Student Christian Movement, early 
last March. 

At a meeting held at Hillel House 
with Arthur Garmaisc presiding, 
tentative plans for the., formation 
of the council were discussed. Rabbi 
Soltes told of a similar organiza- 
tion in which he had participated 
at Cornell and its activities were 
discussed as the basis for the foun- 
dation of an Inter-Faith Council 
here at McGill. It was felt that the 
council was required not only as 
an instrument for understanding 
and cooperation between the dif- 
ferent denominations but would 
also serve to present a united front 
on matters of religious import. 

At subsequent meetings the coun- 
cil began to take shape. It was 
decided that the executive would 
be composed of a member of each 
organization, the po.sltion to alter- 
nate between the clubs. The main 
body of the council is to be com- 
posed of one other member frohn 
each. It was further decided that 
each group would have one vote 
and that In matters of general pol- 
icy a solid vote ol all council mem- 
bers would be required to pass a 
motion. This plan would remove 
the possibility that in order to pre- 
sent an united front the council 
would have to compromise the re- 
ligious ideals and standards of any 
member of the group.

art, Student Christian Movement. 

Secretary: Frances Lerner, Hillel

Serving in an advisory capacity, 
without vote, arc Rabbi Casa,. who 
has replaced Rabbi 'Coltcs in the 
leadership of Hillel, Father Carter 
of the Newman Club, Rev. Douglas 
neld of the Student Christian 
Movement and Bill Steaper of the 
Inter-Varslly Christian Movement. 

It is felt that there is valuable 
work for the council to do on the 
campus, not only oh helping to 
acquaint the students with the work 
and functions of the individual re- 
ligious organizations on the campus 
but also to take an aotivo united 
front in matters of campus policy 
having religious significance. 
Among these were suggested such 
things as charity drives and camp- 
us religious services which are held 
from time to time. However It must 
be further emphasized that these 
must be carried on without com- 
promise to the beliefs of any one 
group. 

That the students may further 
understand and appreciate the re- 
ligious beliefs and traditions of 
other denominations and creeds tite 
Inter-Faith Council has tentative 
plans for such studies as compara- 
tive religion to be conducted by the 
advisors bt the ^groups,,. each of 
whom is versed in methods of re- 
ligious education. It is felt that 
these should be of utmost value as 
a means for understanding and tol- 
erance between the faiths. 

These activities will be com- 
mencing shortly after colli^gc settles 
down into the normal routine.

Teaching the elements of gra- 
phology I have always tried to 
impress upon my pupils the fol- 
lowing fundamental faet: the symp- 
tomatic value of any peculiarity in 
a handwriting, when isolated from 
its graphic background, is practi- 
cally nil.

least another half ' dozen of other 
symptoms In the same manuscript. 
In Itself the isolated symptom is 
like a chemical element which 
yields its qualities only when amal 
gamated with other elements. 
Thus, there can be any number of 
answers to the above questions. 

In the case of the mother who 
is anxious to know why her child's 
handwriting is worse than that of 
most of his schoolmates, the gra 
phologist runs up against another 
misunderstanding. Even if the 
child's handwriting Is produced by 
the mother-rlt is' surprising , how 
many people seem to believe that 
the graphologist can be put to 
work without any testing material 
at all. Even if the manuscript is 
at hand, there will be no ready 
answer to a question of so complex 
a nature. The scientific analysis of 
the handwriting of children de 
mands particular care and a very 
special training in child psycholo 
gy. The characters of children are 
naturally less developed than those 
disposition, neatness, pedantry, 
of adults. But the differences of 
superficiality, veracity, mendacity, 
selfishness, and altruism, modesty, 
ambition, and vanity are all re 
vcalcd in the handwriting of chil 
drcn In no less a degree than in 
that of adults. What makes the 
diagnosis more difficult in the case 
of a child's handwriting is the wi- 
der scope of potentialities. 

Many of the child's faculties arc 
at certain times more or lets ab- 
sorbed by the all-important task 
of growing; on the other hand, 
certain developments which may 
be foreseen in an adult handwrit- 
ing are apt to appear as a com- 
plete surprise In a child. While 
the written material is more Ihnit- 
ed with regard to forms and varia- 
tions, the possibilities of the wri- 
ter's development arc much great- 
er. But the important question of 
potential qualities as revealed in 
handwirting will be dealt with in 
a later article. 

As for .the third person who 
wants to know whether she. will 
marry this year, the answer is 
simple: the graphologist is a train- 
ed psychologist with a special 
skill, and not a fortune-teller. 

Then there arc those who wish 
(o test the graphologistrs abilities 
but are rather shy of admitting 
their desire— many times we see 
that a superior-looking gentleman 
sitting in a corner at a party, sport-, 
ing a sarcastic smile,— graphologisti 
— phal After a time he will rise 
from his seat and wander up and 
down hands in his pockets, still 
very superior and non-commital. 
Then, just before leaving, he will 
come sauntering by and, with va- 
cant eyes and an absent-minded 
expression in his face mutter un- 
der his breath, "One of'these days 
—just for fun, you know, I will 
show you a letter If you promise 
to tell me the truth 'and nothing 
but the truth." 

You may be sure he will produce 
the letter within the next live 
seconds and you may be still more 
certain that for the life of him, he 
wants to hear anything except the 
truth.

Robert Collier Felherstonhaugh

A welt known author, Mr. Fetb 
erstoqhaiigh worked for many 
years on tlie Graduates Society' of 
McGill University on their publl 
cation, McGIll News. He js also an 
honorary member of the Officers 
Mess of the Royal Montreal Regi- 
ment, and of the Officers Mess of 
the McGill Contingent. COTC, and 
a member of the Arts Club of 
Montreal. At the present time he Is 
engaged In research in the history 
of McGUI. 

Hon. Riy Atherton 
The U.S, Minister to Canada, the 
Honorable Ray Atherton, was bom 
in Brookline, Mass., in 1883, and 
took his B.A. at Harvard in 1905. 
Later he studied architecture in 
Paris. In 1907 he cngageil In bank- 
ing and from 1014-16 In architec- 
ture. He was In Tokyo with the 
U.S. Foreign Service from 1917-18 
and In Peking from 1019-21. From 
then until June, 1943, when he was 
appointed minister to. Canada and 
minister -near the 'Government of 
Luxembourg In Canada, he served 
In the Philippines, Washington, 
D.C., London, Bulgaria, Athens, 
Denmark, and from 1940-43 he was 
acting chief European Division, De- 
partment of State. He now serves 
In Canada concurrently with his 
post as Minister to Denmark. 

Sir Hector Hetherlngton 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Glasgow, Sir Hec- 
tor James Wright Hetherlngton, 
M.A|. LL.D., will deliver the con- 
vocation address. 

Born in Cowdenbeath, N.B. In 
1888. Sir Hector was educated at 
Dollar Academy; University of 
Glasgow; Merton College, Oxford. 
From 1010-14 he was lecturer In 
Moral Philosophy at Glasgow, and 
from 1914-15 at Sheffield Univer- 
sity. From 1013-20 he was Professor 



of Logic and Philosophy at Univer- 
sity College, Cardiff, and Principal 
and Professor of Philosophy at Uni- 
versity College, Exeter, from 1920- 
24. Later he lectured at Glasgow, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Leeds, Lon- 
don, and Queen's University, Bel- 
fast. 

Apart from his academic cap- 
acities. Sir Hector has served on the 
Intelligence Division, Mliilstry of 
Labour; Secretariat, International 
Labour Conference, various Boards 
of Trade; many Boards of Enquiry 
concerning labour problems in 
Great Britain; in 1040 he was a 
member of the National Arbitration 
Tribunal; and In 1942 President of 
the National Institute of Social and 
Economic Research; a Life Trustee 
of Carnegie U.K Trust and on the 
advisory committees of the Lever 
hulmc Research Fellowships and 
of the Nuffield Foundation. 

Contributor to many leading per- 
iodicals, he has written with J. H. 
Muirhead, "Social Purpose", . and 
"The Lifo and Letters of Sir Henry 
Jones".
